“ My little friend and his father,” sud­ 
denly thought Eustace, whose quick, artist 
eye seldom forgot a face or figure, and he 
quickened his pace in order to keep within 
a short distance of the boy. 
So the three went on, past the corner of 
the field where the sketch had been taken, 
down the road, and across the bridge, till 
the man and boy reached a little cottage, 
the small front garden of which was gay 
with bright-colored old-fashioned flowers. 
“ That looks promising,” thought Eu­ 
stace; “ no drunkard ever had a garden 
like that;” and, determined to aecertain 
the facts of the case, he went up to the 
door with the intention of asking the near 
est way to the next village. 
Through the open door he caught a 
glimpBe of the neatly-kept cottage kitchen, 
as Charlie came forward to answer the 
stranger’s question; but before half the 
right turns had been described, a bright 
Bmile broke over the boy’s face, and, half 
turning around, he exclaimed :

E le c tric ity N ot a Form o f M agnet­ 
ism.—Professor Hughes has recently ad­ 
vanced views about magnetism, which, if 
accepted, will largely modify the position 
which scienoe assigns to this property. 
He asserts that where there is no apparent 
magnetism, or the magDetism is neutral, 
there íb net, as has been supposed, an in­ 
different turning of the molecules in all 
directions, with consequent balancing of 
influence, but, on the contrary, thero is a 
perfectly symmetrical arrangement, the 
molecules (or their polarities) arranging 
themselves so as to satisfy their mntual at­ 
traction by the shortest path, and thus 
form a complete closed circle of attraction. 
When magnetism becomes evident, the 
molecules (or their polarities) have all ro­ 
tated symmetrically in a given direction, 
but the symmetry of arrangement is Bach 
that the circles of attraction are not com­ 
pleted except through an external arma­ 
ture joining both poles. Again, he shows 
that we have permanent magnetism when 
the molecular rigidity retains the molecnles 
(or their polarities) in a given direction, 
and transient magnetism whenever the 
moleoules are comparatively free. Pro­ 
fessor Hoghes also shows that the inherent 
polarity or magnetism of each molecule íb, 
like gravity, a constant quantity, which 
can neither be generated, nor augmented, 
nor diminished, nor destroyed. Neither 
can magnetism be changed to any other 
form of force or property of matter. Elec­ 
tricity may be generated by magnetism, 
just as light and heat (as in the case of the 
sud) may be generated by gravitation ; b at 
electricity is not a form of magnetism any 
more than light and heat is a form of grav­ 
ity.—[Contemporary Review. 


E le c tric ity fo r P le a su re B o ats.— 
One of the most promising of recent appli­ 
cations of electricity as a motive power 
was lately tested at London, on the 
Thames. It was in connection with a good 
sized launch, carrying twenty persons, 
with room for twice as many. This was 
not the first experiment of the kind, but 
was the first with bo large a vessel, and 
the results were very encouraging. The 
lauDcb, forty feet long, was propelled by a 
screw driven by an electrio engine which 
obtained its power from electrio accumu­ 
lators placed under the flooring of the 
boat, and serving at the same time as bal­ 
last. In this way the storage batteries 
took up no space needed for passengers, 
and added no weight that was not useful 
as weight. No machinery was visible, and 
the boat appeared to be unincambered 
from stem to stern- The speed aud 
power of the driving engine were controlled 
by an electrio switch, and but one man 
was needed to attend to the machinery. 
The power stored in the accumulators was 
supplied, of course, from electrio machines 
on shore. The batteries and the dynamo 
machines weighed about as much as a 
steam engine would with boilers, water 
and ooal, but the weight was more favor­ 
ably distributed. The accumulators sup­ 
ply power for driving the boat from forty 
to fifty miles at seven or eight miles an 
hour. For a pleasure boat the electric 
launch is especially promising. There is no 
heat, no smoke, no steam, no smell of oil, 
no jarring of machinery or splashing of 
pnmpB. The only noise was the babbling 
of the water as it left the propeller, and 
the faint hiss of the commutator rubbing 
against the brashes of the dynamo. 


W an ted to S e ttle .—Among the pas­ 
sengers in a stage ooaoh, stopped one day 
last spring by road agents in Montana, 
was a Buffalo man who was out there to 
look over the ground with a view of estab­ 
lishing a clothing store. He was the last 
one out of the coach, and, as he was or­ 
dered to hold up his hands, he called out : 
' Shentlemen, I like to settle dis case like 
an honest man 1” “ Keep your hands up 1”

CUBIOÜ8 MARRIAGE ANNOUNCEMENTS. 
A Courtship of Sixty Years—Ninety-five 
and Fifteen—Much-Married Couple*. 
The extracts that follow are from the 
Scot£ Magazine, and some notices have been 
selected on acconnt of the curious informa­ 
tion they contain, and others as specimens 
of a quaint style of announcement no 
longer to be met with : 
Mrs. Grundy has declared that May shall 
not wed December without incurring her 
Bevere displeasure. When such a marriage 
took place it was usnaliy recorded in some 
such way as this : ”22 August [1/82], At 
Bath, Captain Hamilton, aged thirty to 
Mrs. Monson, a lady of rank and fortune, 
aged eighty-five.” There could scarcely be 
a greater distance between the ages of a 
married couple than eighty years, so we 
may copy the record that in February, 
1709, there was married “ Robert Judge, 
Esq., of Cookaburgh, Ireland, aged ninety- 
five, to Miss Anne Nugent, aged fifteen. 
He served in King William’s wars, and re- 
oeived a ball in his nose,” Particulars of 
hight, as well also as of age, fortune and 
length of courtship, were often given: 
’’Dec. 11775]. At York, Mr. Thomas, a 
grenadier in tho Yorkshire militia, six feet 
two inches high, to Miss Hannah Tennick, 
of Clearlam, three feet two inches high, 
with a fortune of £5 000.” 
”5 April [1785] At Ripley Church, Mr. 
Robert Long to Miss H. Reynard.” There 
is an equal disparity of Bge and size in this 
couple, the bridegroom being thirty-seven 
years of age, and more than six feet high ; 
the bride twenty years old, and little more 
than three feet high. 
The paragraph recording the marriage, in 
1779, of a couple aged respectively eignty 
and eighty-five, concludes thus : ’’And 
what is still more remarkable, there has 
been a courtship carried on betwixt them 
for more than sixty years.” 
What Mrs. Grundy Baid and did upon 
particular occasions may be learned from 
the following : ”22 Sept. [1783], John 
Harrison, of Cowiek, Yorkshire, aged one 
hundred and one, to Aon Hephonstall, 
aged ninety-eight; the bride's maid was 
seventy-fuur, aud the bridegroom’s man 
eighty-three. They were attended by the 
greatest concourse of people to and from 
the church that ever was known upon snch 
an occasion. The lady he has now taken 
to be his bride is the fourth wife within 
the Bpace of two years and a few months.” 
”6 Dec. [17S4], 
At St. Bees, Cumber­ 
land, Mr. Jeremiah Rule, aged nineteen, 
to Miss Hannah Hodgson, widow, aged 
sixty one, being the fourth time she 
has honored the marriage register-book 
with her name. 
In the evening sev­ 
eral of the relations by her former hus­ 
bands went to the apartments of the new­ 
ly-married couple to pay their respects to' 
their young grandfather ; a great number 
of the neighbors also attended on the oc­ 
casion to congratulate him on the prudent 
choice he had made, loudly applauding that 
philosophic disposition which would prefer 
the ripened charms of threescore—which 
cannot possibly suffer by change—to the 
blooming beauties of youth, which are 
known to be as fading as any flowers in the 
wild fields of nature.” 
Sometimes a wedding has a more painful 
conclusion : ’’Lingholm, Jan. 28 [ 1776]. On 
Friday last were married at Billüolmburn, 
near this place, William Duncan and Eliz­ 
abeth Graham. There was present upon 
the occasion a very considerable company. 
The afternoon waB spent in decent mirth, 
with the usual ceremonies on such an occa­ 
sion. On the morning following the friends 
came to visit them, and found them in per­ 
fect health and good Bpirits. But alas ! 
how uncertain is every earthly enjoyment! 
The bride was seized with a colic about 11 
o’clock, which oarried her off about 10 this 
morning. I dare not attempt to describe 
the bridegroom's situation, bat shall leave 
that to readers of feeling.” 
Compared with the tone of the above, 
there is a cillous look abont the conduct 
of “ an eminent farmer” and Miss Mick- 
lethwaite, who, when at church getting 
married, “ at the same time ordered the 
Bexton to make a grave for the interment 
of the lady’s father, then dead.” 
In our next example it would appear that 
the extensive connubial experience of his 
neighbors is made the excuse for the rever­ 
end gentleman’s “ fourth wenture,” as the 
elder Mr. Weller would have said : ” 5 
Aug. [1751]. The Rev. Mr. John Pugh, 
of Cardiganshire, married to his fourth 
wife. His next door neighbors on each 
side are married, the one to his fifth 
wife and the other to his third.” A differ­ 
ent reason was given by one William Iven, 
who, in 1778, is said to have died at the 
age of one hundred and fifteen. ”He was 
remarkably cheerful, and frequently heard 
singing. He married four wives, the last 
when in his one hnndred and fifth year.” 
Here is about an old man who conld not 
remember a deceased wife’s name. To him 
it was probably like the name of Southey's 
Russian General: 
A name which you may know by sight very well, 
But which no one can speak and no one can tell. 
”3 Nov. [1775]. At Dalkeith, David 
Wilson, journeyman gardener, to Cathe­ 
rine Craw, aged forty, his fifth wife. He 
is seventy-one years of age. His first wife 
was a Dutchwoman, whose name he has 
forgot; the others were Scotswomen.” 
Gretna-Green marriages, or those with a 
tinge of romance about them, have always 
been of great interest to the fair sex. Here 
are several aocounts of snch matohee. ”22 
Oct. [1784], Charles Alpin Fowey, Esq., 
of Grosvenor Street, to Mias Englis of 
Worcestershire. The match was occa­ 
sioned by a highwayman stopping a stage­ 
coach in which the gentleman and lady 
happened to be passengers, and the gallant 
behavior of the former won the heart of 
the latter.” 
’’Sept. [1781]. 
At Ostend, Captain 
Roche, aged forty, to the eldest daughter 
of the late Sir George Womwell, Bt., aged 
sixteen, justfrom a hoarding-school, withan 
independent fortune of £12,000 in posses­ 
sion, and as much more in reversion on the 
death of her mother.” The next para­ 
graph in the magazine records the mar­ 
riage of a widow of thirty-eight to a youth 
of seventeen, who was heir to a fortune of 
£100,000. 
The ceremony took place at 
Gretna-Green. 
_ ”On Saturday, October 28 [1775], Ar­ 
rived at Newcastle, from a matrimonial 
jaunt to Gretna-Green, Edward Gonld, 
Esq., of Woodham-Mansfield, Nottingham­ 
shire, an officer in the Fourth Regiment of 
Foot, and Lady Barbara Yelverton, only 
daughter of the Earl of Sussex, aged six­ 
teen, with a fortune of £40,000. The next 
morning the newly-married conple set for­ 
ward for the south.” 
A novelist in want of a plot may get a 
few hints from the following condensed ro­ 
mance: ”20 July [1775]. John Kerider, a 
laboring and married man, was impressed 
as a soldier in the year 1741 ; he became a 
French prisoner, but made his escape, and 
seatled in Germany, where he married and 
buried two wives. After thirty-three- 
years’ absence, he came to England, and 
found his first wife by mere accident last 
week selling fruit in Oxford Road. She 
had buried two husbands in the time ; and 
being both disengaged, they willingly re­ 
newed their former connection,” 
The lady mentioned in onr next quota­ 
tion gave practical proof that she was per­ 
fectly free from sectarianism. 
"Feb. 
[1785]. At Newcastle, Mr. Silvertop, to 
Mrs. Pearson. This is the third time this 
lady has been before the altar in the char­ 
acter of a bride, and there has been some­ 
thing remarkable in each of her three con­ 
nubial engagements. Her first husband 
was a Quaker ; her second a Roman Cath­ 
olic, and her third a Protestant of the Es­ 
tablished Church. Every husband was 
twice her age ; at sixteen she married a 
gentleman of thirty-two; at thirty she 
took one at sixty ; and now, at forty-two, 
she is nnited to a gentleman of eighty-fonr.

BLOOD DR I.IKING. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 
" Ugh ! I can never drink it.” 
The speaker was a pale-faced and deli- 
oate girl, evidently an invalid. 
She was 
well dressed and evidently a child of 
plenty ; but her eyes told of suffering ; the 
blue veins in one outstretched hand showed 
through the pale skin ; a cough followed 
her exclamation of half disgust. She was 
about to become a blood-drinker. 
Her 
companion, to whom she spoke, did not 
seem herself to look with much longing on 
the dark red fluid which filled a glass out­ 
stretched in the rough but kindly hand of 
a stalwart butcher. Still she encouraged 
the invalid girl bo drink. Bracing herself, 
and with a look of determination the girl 
drained the glass at a draught. 
Her face 
seemed paler than ever when the last of the 
liquid had passed her thin lips, but there 
was nevertheless a pleased and determined 
look in her eyes. She had taken the first 
step and had not found blood so bad a 
beverage as Bhe had anticipated. She 
might recover her strength and health 
again, and for this she had visited the 
abattoirs of Butchcrtown. 
BLOOD DRINKING ON THE INCREASE. 
Although the blood drinking for health 
at Butohertown has been previously “ writ­ 
ten up,” it is so much on the increase that 
the subject takes on new interest. Prob­ 
ably not less than two scores of persons are 
regular visitors to Butohertown. They are 
principally young persons, between twenty 
and thirty years of age, young men and 
women. Some go to Butohertown in their 
own carriages. More are poor people, who 
walk slowly over the long bridge from 
where the cars leave them, and enter the 
abattoirs alone. 
Some who are able to 
ride prefer to walk, never having wholly 
conquered a certain sensitiveness on the 
subject of blood drinking, They are re 
gaining their health. They are proud of 
that and of their own efforts to that end, 
but do not care to attract any unnecessary 
notice. Only in a very few instances has 
blood drinking failed to benefit the con­ 
sumptive or debilitated, according to the 
testimony at the abattoirs. Following the 
good old rule, from death comes life. A 
reporter for the Bulletin, who had been a 
witness of the scene detailed at the begin­ 
ning of this article, visited the abattoirs 
to make inquiries on this subject. Enter­ 
ing one of a long row of black, unpainted 
woodeD buildings, he came npon a scene of 
slaughter indeed. Scores of carcasses hung 
from strong beams, and the odor of meat 
filled the building. At the further end of 
the building several muscular aud good- 
natured young men, dressed in overalls aDd 
red flannel shirts, stood 
WAITING AN EXPECTED EVENT. 
Into a small inclosure presently were 
driven a number of handsome cattle. They 
were followed by a young man who prod­ 
ded and urged them with the blunt aide of 
an ax. Hardly were the cattle in the pen 
when the ax began to fall. 
In less time 
than it takes to tell it, ten stunned but not 
lifelesB cattle were on the floor of the abat­ 
toir. Deftly they were rolled out and 
p'aced in a row, with the feet all one way. 
Now each of the ren-shirted young men 
put an edge on a keen knife with a long 
oiroular “ steel” which dangled from his 
side. The keen knives severed the jugular 
veins of the recumbent cattle, and the floor 
was stained with blood. Under snch cir 
cumstances, shrinking and timid yonng 
girls have come sensitively up to make 
their first experiment. Close at hand is a 
tumbler, and while the blood is warm it is 
caught in thiB and handed to the patient. 
It must be drunk warm. A girl who has 
taken this treatment has been known to 
gain twenty pounds in weight in a few 
months. George I.owenberg hands daily 
several cups or glasses of the liquid to the 
sick. He allows the uso of his office and 
has won the gratitude of many by making 
easy the ordeal. 
LIKE FRESH, WARM MILK. 
The butchers do not consider the draught 
anythiug of a hardship. Their version is 
that even the most timid soon become 
habituated. They say that the draught is 
no more unpleasant than fresh warm milk, 
and that it tastes not unlike it. It is sel­ 
dom that aught but the blood of beeves is 
drunk. Many of the butchers are familiar 
with the taBte. The sight is to them no 
novelty, but they look with kind interest 
on each new patient, and evidently take 
some pride in convalescence, much as a 
physician might. The material difference 
is that they take no fee for attendance, 
while very often the physician is paid for 
sending the patient to them. The majority 
of the patients vuit Butohertown in the 
morning, when the most of the slaughter­ 
ing is done. Their faces are all well 
known. Some visit every day. Others 
two or three times per week. The fact ad­ 
duced as evidence of the benefit of the 
treatment is that there are several well 
known young ladies and gentlemen about 
town, now vigorous, who were apparently 
saved by it. The local physicians recom­ 
mend Borne to try it. Others try it on the 
reoommendation of friends. While 
MOST ARE CONSUMPTIVE I*ATTESTS, 
There are others whe conquer debility 
thereby. A few take the liquid away in 
bottles salted. It is life blood in two 
senses. Nearly all the abattoirs have 
glasses kept for the patieBts. Some pa­ 
tients bring glasses. In the back of an 
abattoir are several boxes. What are 
these for? For rheumatic patients who 
secure cures, or think they do, by a method 
even more distasteful than the draught. 
These patients bring blankets and wraps, 
and pat their limbs in the boxes, and hav­ 
ing conquered their instinctive prejudioes, 
go away much benefited, as they say. A 
few years ago the idea of the abattoirs was 
mnch more distasteful than it has become 
to sensible aud resolute persons who have 
hopes of betterment. In New York, Chi­ 
cago, Cincienati and other large cities 
scores are “^octoring ” as these plucky San 
Franciscans are, and many of them under 
less favorable circumBtanoes, as none of 
those cities have the winter climate to sec­ 
ond the efforts of patients. Now even 
comparatively well persons, suffering from 
temporary debility, make occasional visits 
to Butohertown, and in those nnsightly 
structures many claim to find asylums.

W hat shocked me in pigeon-shoot­ 
ing, and led me to give it up, was seeing a 
num ber of 
birds sitting, wounded, 
on 
house-tops and other elevated places in the 
neighborhood of the shooting. 
They could 
not be got at and killed, and they were left 
to die.

HOW HE GETS A LOWER BBRTB. 


Barley added to pea soup helps to give it 
an appetizing flavor, and it adds to its nu­ 
tritive qualities also. 
The filling for green pepper pickles Is 
perfection if made from the recipe given 
in this column for chopped pickle. If you 
choose to put a very Bmall cucumber in 
each pepper it is a good addition. 
B atter cakes for dessert, to be eaten w ith 
wine and sugar, are made of a pint of milk, 
three eggB, one teaspoonful of s a lt; mix 
with flour to make a thin batter ; drop 
from a large spoon in hot lard. 
Serve 
warm. 
If the carpet in a bedroom or common 
Bittingroom looks chiety after it has been 
thoroughly sw ept, you can brighten it a 
good deal by taking a damp mop and duet- 
iug w ith it ; a flannel mop is best for this 
purpose. 
Leather m ay have its color restored by 
an application of good blacking, a subse­ 
quent brushing, a very slight oiling, and an 
after dressing of gum -trsgacauth. 
It is 
surprising what an effect this treatm ent 
has upon old aud shabby-looking leather. 
If one likes sweetbreads at all, the salad 
mzdo w ith them w ill be found very palata­ 
ble. 
Boil them until tender, then fry un­ 
til brown iu butter, break iu sm all hits 
w ith a fork, and put them in lettuce ; this 
may be cut or torn or sent to the table 
whole or in a dish hy itself, and the sw eet­ 
breads be m ixed w ith the Balad dressing ; 
in either case the dressing should he made 
thus ; 
The yolkB of tw o eggs, tw o table­ 
spoonfuls of vinegar, one heaping teaspoon- 
iul of 
mustard rubbed w ith oil until 
sm ooth ; a little sugar, pepper and salt are 
also required. 
Nioe apple bntter is excellent with cold 
m eat. 
U se tart apples, and t« three pecks 
after they are peeled and quartered allow 
nine pounds of brown sugar and two gal­ 
lons of water. 
Let tho water come to a 
boil, then add the sugar ; when it is dis­ 
solved put in the apples. 
Stir them con­ 
stantly w ith a large wooden spoor. 
A fter 
they are soft let them simmer until they 
are thick and do not seem at all watery. | 
If you wish to add any spices yon m ay do 
so. 
Cinnamon, nutm eg, and r little ginger 
are liked b y some people. 
W hen it is pos­ 
sible to get it, boiled cider makes a deli­ 
cious ad d ition ; in this case less water 
should he nsed. 
Tbe vapor of 
tobacco juice has been 
tested in France as an insecticide with great 
success. 
Instead of burning or sm oking 
the tobacco, which is a very offensive pro­ 
cess to m ost persons, the tobacco is made 
into an extract by soaking or boiling, and 
the juice is then placed over a chafing- 
dish, a fire, or the flame of an ordinary 
lamp, and deposited in the greenhouse or 
conservatory. 
Delicate plants, w hich are 
very sensitive to sm oke, are not injured by 
this vapor, and it leaves no offensive a t­ 
mosphere, while it effectually disposes of 
thrips, lice, scale iusects aud slugs. 
One 
quart of 
tobacco 
juics vaporized in a 
house containing 1150 cubic feet is an ample 
am ount. 


A handsome design for a patchwork 
cushion is to make a large fan of velvet, 
plush or satin. 
It should be so large that 
it ahou’d cover nearly or quite half of the 
cushion ; put velvet or satin over the rest 
cf the cu sh ion ; the handle should point 
toward one corner. 
Another pretty way is 
to cover half the cushion w ith one color ; 
the m aterial may he of silk, satin or vel­ 
vet ; put this on diagonally. 
Tbe rest of 
the cushion should he covered w ith the 
crazy patchwork. 
I’lain pieces of Batin 
may be made very ornamental hy working 
some little design on them, or sim ply by 
putting a email crescent of some contrast­ 
ing color w ith fine button hole stitch with 
sewing silk of a bright hue. 
The American Agriculturist ramarka that 
if a list could be presented of the deaths 
and frightful burnings that have occurred 
since the introduction of kerosene it would 
be appalling. 
G.;od kerosene -that is, of 
the legal standard cf quality, and that is 
sent out by the be3t makers, is far in ad­ 
vance of the legal requirem ents— properly 
used, need be no more dangerous than the 
old-fashioned sperm oil, or tallow dips. 
But it is vastly more so. 
W hy ? 
If we 
observe the accounts cf these so called 
“ accidents,” as they are given in the daily 
papers, it w ill be found that they are due 
to one of two principal causes ¡ (1) U sing 
kerosene to light a tire, and (2) to tailing a 
lamp already lighted. 
O nly the most ig­ 
norant can be so stupid as to pour kerosene 
upon a fire, and as such persons do not 
read it would be a w aste of tim e to caution 
them against it. 
F illing a lamp w hile it is 
lighted is som ething that Ought never to 
be done. 
I t can be avoided by always till­ 
ing the lamps in the morning. 
This task 
should belong to some one member of the 
household, who should havo a fixed and 
regular tim e for doing it ; DOthing ought 
ordinarily to interfere w ith or cause its 
postponement. 
It should be made a duty, 
to bo discharged w ith all the regularity and 
punctuality of the daily m eals. 
If good 
kerosene of either of the best manufactures 
be used there is little danger of accident. 
Glass lamps ought never to be carried about 
for the very reason that they are glass. 
This would hold, no m atter wha; material 
they contain : even if it be sperm or lard 
oil, the breaking of a lamp is a disaster to 
be avoided. 
There is a chance that the 
oue carrying it m ay slip or trip, or some 
other accident cause it to be dropped. 
W ith good kerosene even the breakingof the 
lamp and spilling its contents should cause 
no disaster in tho way of burning ; but all 
kerosene is not good, and the risk should 
never 
ha taken. 
In 
“ trim m ing” the 
lamps, 
only the Bmall portion that is 
charred need be removed from the wick, 
and that is readily done- hy scraping it 
w ith a knife kept for the purpose. 
If any 
substance collects upon the w ick tube, that 
should be carefully scraped off, leaving the 
brass or m etal perfectly clean. A ftei care­ 
fully scraping, wipe off the upper part of 
the wick tube (and the wick) w ith a very 
soft piece of paper, to remove any small 
particleB left iu scraping, 
A wick may be­ 
come unfit for use long before it is burned 
up Many quarts of oil are carried through 
a wiok, aud in tim e the pores of a fabric 
become so filled with little atoms of dust 
and other im purities that the oil contains 
that its inability to take up the oil as fast 
as it is burned becomes greatly diminished, 
and when this occurs a new wick is needed. 
If a lamp ie filled quite full in a cold room, 
and then is brought into a warm one, the 
heat w ill cause tüe oil to expand and over­ 
flow, and lead to the suspicion that the 
lamp leaks. 
This should be avoided by 
not filling com pletely ; know ing that this 
may occur, sufficient space should be left 
to allow for the expansion. 


W h e n T h e r e 
W e r e 
N o M a t c h e s . — 
Young and even middle-aged psople, ac­ 
customed to thecouvenience of tha modern 
lucifer match, can hardly imagine the 
time when the tinder-box, w ith its clumsy 
flint and steel 
and 
broad 
brimstone 
matches, was the only means of procuring 
a light. 
Some people were more skillful 
than others ia striking a light and blowing 
the spark and match to a flzme ; but often 
on a w intry morning it was weary work 
w ith tbe servant whohad to kindle the first 
fire if the tinder happened to be damp or 
worn out or the flint and steel “ in a tem ­ 
per." 
Indeed, in many houses a rush­ 
light was in some bedroom or other always 
burned, so th at in case of sudden illness, 
or any disaster, there m ight be light ready. 
The rush-light, having, as its D am e implies, 
a rush wick, wa3 about fifteen inches long, 
and was burnt in a huge perforated shade ; 
it was the “ farthing rush-light," which 
very poor people were said to nee for other 
purposes than a night light. 
Tho picture 
of a half-starved s e a m s tr e s s in her garret 
wonld, in those days, have been incom­ 
plete w ithout the thin rash candle ; but 
its flame was so feeble th a t I can hardly 
fancy any eyes could have served to thread 
a needle by it.—[London Society.

It was labelled “ C. 
Holland, No. 1.” and on the tender were 
the letters “ N. Y. H ., L & P. Co.," which 
means New York H eat, Light and Power 
Company, who control the patent, the in­ 
ventor, Dr. Gnarles Holland, of New York, 
who rode ou the engine, being the largest 
stockholder. 
This locomotive uses no 
coal or wood w hatever, merely burning 
the gas which it condenses from the 2,500 
gaiious of w ater which the tender holds, 
using 548 gas jets. 
I t is the only one of 
the kind ever built, and was constructed 
about a year ago at the G rant Locomotive 
W otks a t Paterson, N. J., has a handsome 
exterior, and weighs thirty-four tons, being 
of the same grade as the Southern road’s 
faBt passenger engines. 
I t differs from 
them merely in the construction of the 
fire-pot and boiler. 
There are four,retorts 
in the fire-box, two for oil and two for 
water. 
W hen the engine is first started 
the gas is made from the cold w ater in the 
retort, but when the gauge registers from 
tw enty to th irty pounds of steam the 
w ater is shut off and the steam is taken 
from tho boiler, which process Eaves heat­ 
ing tne water twice. 
Ev.-n should.the fire 
go out the engine will continue to run for 
Bome tim e. 
This locomotive has been 
used oa the Erie road about a year for an 
average of four days iu the wee!:. 
It is 
claimed th a t the use of this patent makes 
a saving o jtiOO ir. repairs oa the loc mo­ 
tive and a large .n o ou the cars, besides 
doing away w ith the possibility of setting 
fires alongside the track. 
Toe improved 
grate can be put into an ordinary locomo­ 
tive at the c ist of a few hundred dollars. 
The Southern road officials are much in­ 
terested iu the eDgiue, and propose to test 
it thoroughly. 
The inventor is confident 
th at they will adopt the locomotive, and 
th at it will soon becomo indispensable in 
all passenger train service.—| Springfield 
(Mass.) Republican.

A N e w F l y i n g -M a c h i n e .— H . C . U n ­ 
field, the inventor of a flying-machine, 
conducted on experim ent w ith his inven­ 
tion on W ednesday betw esn Colubrook and 
W est Drayton. 
The apparatus, which is 
described as a steam sailing machine, is 
constructed of light wood and is shaped 
like the frame of a four-wheeled carriage, 
with two large wheels in front and two 
small ones behind. 
M otive power is to be 
obtained by steam , which will work a 
nine-bladed screw, and the in venter’s idea 
is to propel the machine by steam on laud 
until it attains a speed of th irty or thirty- 
five miles—a velocity which he calculates 
will be sufficient to lift the machine into 
the air—wtion it will benavigated by means 
of the sails with which it ia lifted. 
From 
the result of his experiment he is confident 
th at it is possible to fly in the air at the 
height of a mile. 
By the permission of 
the Great W estern Railway Company the 
experim ent was made on the nowly fiu- 
ished portion of the railway to Staines, 
between Colnbrook and W est D rayton, 
and the inventor was accompanied by M r. 
Trevithick, the locomotive Superintendent 
of the company at Paddington. 
The m a­ 
chine was placed on a truck and con­ 
nected 
w ith 
an 
engine, from whence 
the steam is derived, and the gearing was 
m anipulated from another truck. 
The op- 
erotor succeeded in getting the machine 
lifted from the trnck into the air and ex­ 
pressed himself fully satisfied w ith the re­

The result is national hum ilia­ 
tion. 
On the 
departnre of 
the Chi­ 
lean army from Peru everybody looks 
for revolution, riots and disturbances of 
tba most serious character. 
The necessity 
for tne protection of foreign residents and 
property is therefore apparent. 
So 6trong 
,s the urgency of tho case th at the respect­ 
ive nations of the globe have been hasten­ 
ing their ships of w ar to the South Araeri- 
'»u coast, to rendezvous at Lima. 
Now 
tho entire Pacific squadron of the U nited 
States available in Southern w aters con­ 
sists of the wooden ships H artford and 
Lackawanna, eecond rates, w ith tw enty- 
three guns, combined ; the Ircqnois and 
W aehusetts, with fourteen guns, combined : 
th e Onward, a store ship, with three guns. 
The armament is old style, and compares 
w ith modern naval equipment as an old 
smooth-bore Continental m usket w ith its 
flint-lock compares w ith the rifled breech- 
i' id er of this day. 
The Chilean navy, on 
tbe other hand, embraces three ironclads, 
three corvettes, tw o gunboats, two cruisers, 
two wooden steamers, one transport, eight 
store Bbips, five relief steamers, twelve 
torpedo launches, six of which are 10 0 
feet long, and three are SC feet in length.

The storeship Onward, with three 
old smooth-bore cannon, will remain at 
Callao to protect the great interests of our 
countrym en there. 
England has ready to 
send to the scene a Pacific eoaat squadron 
which embraces the ironclad Swiftsure, 
w ith eighteen rifled g u n s; 
the cruiser 
Socket, with four heavy guns ; two steel 
and w cu% corvettes, w ith tw enty-eight 
rifled gnus : thiee gunboats, w ith sixteen 
heavy guns, and a storeship w ith four 
guns. 
Tne French have in Pacific waters, 
and are concentrating on the Peruvian

P a rt of 
th e English, German and French force is 
liable tc be w ithdraw n to Asiatic w aters if 
trouble continues there, as now antici­ 
pated, while the major portion of the fleet 
of Chile will be sent upon new duties, and 
the foreigners allowed to look where best 
they may for protection, as Chileans will 
command the attention of such force as 
may be left behind by Chile. 
There seems 
to be no doubt, says the correspondent of 
the New Y ork Herald, th at on the evacua­ 
tion there will set in a revolution th at will 
be of the most disastrous kind, and th at 
the foreigners will be called upon to de­ 
fend themselves with vigor, and will need 
all tbe help th at can be extended to them.

in China is sure to involve Americans, 
since we are assured th at all foreigners are 
classed together as “ devils fiom across the 
sea," and fit only to bo driven ont, while 
their property will be 
considered fair 
prey for the mob. 
A dm iral Almy informs 
the Herald that in his opinion our force in 
Oriental w aters is ridiculously small, and 
wholly inadequate to protect American in­ 
terests in case of trouble. 
Our ships there 
are not of the first class, and are cot equal 
to tho protection of Am, rican commerce. 
H e believes th at we should have not less 
than ten sw ift corvettes iu commission 
there. 
W hen ho was in charge of the Pa­ 
cific squadron he had six ships in China 
waters and had all he could attend to with 
th a t force. 
Including the Coast Survey 
and Fishery Commission men, says this 
aged offirer, th e United StatcB has in the 
navy S.000 men, when she needs 15,000. 
W hen the details referred to are taken out, 
the actual fighting men of the American 
navy are very few in number. 
It is all 
hu t useless to debato the question w ith the 
average Congressmen, who asks “ W hat is 
th e need of a navy in tim e of peace ?” As 
th e Admiral replies, the noed cannot he 
known until the occasion arises, when it is 
too late to put ships into commission.

some of the South Pacific squadron also. 
There íb very much of suggestion in the 
expression of this officer th at we should be 
too proud to force our countrym en abroad 
to appeal to the British flag for the protec­ 
tion our own cannot afford them . 
Even 
if our ships arc not formidable the flag is 
a great protection, the vessels afford a 
place of retreat, and are of use as store­ 
houses for American treasura when it is 
threatened. 
In short, all the testim ony 
supports the dem and for a better distribu­ 
tion of euch naval forces as wc have, and 
tho increase of the entire navy. 
In Daval 
m atters we are behind the age, and to the 
rear of many of the most insignificant 
maritime powers of the earth. 
The coun­ 
try would be better pleased if our spare 
ships on the A tlantic were headed ia this 
direction instead of rendezvousing under 
Rear-Adm iral Cooper at New York for sa 
excursion up the Hudson, to participate 
in the centennial fetes a t Newbnrg. W hile 
five ships thus steam up the Hudson on 
a 
holiday 
trip, 
we 
have 
b ut 
seven 
in Asiatic waters to proteot American com­ 
merce in nine im portant ports, where ¡t Í3 
likely to be, if not already, in great dan­ 
ger. 
As A dm iral Shnfeldt puts it, “ if an 
outbreak such as is thieatened occurs, 
nothing can save our p:op!e from the C hi­ 
nese mob except the presence of men-of- 
war anchored ia the stream immediately 
opposite the foreign residences. 
O ar navy 
shouid there be an ark of refngo for those 
fleeing from a posssible mob of fanatical 
heathens.” 
This officer believes th a t we 
need mora ships not only in Chinese and 
Peruvian w aters, but th at thera is a prob­ 
able need for them on the Cuban coast, 
where a revolution is not improbable.

But in view of the fact th at 
he has all the seas of the world as a field 
to care for, and the lim ited num ber of 
ships at his command for the task, and the 
unim portant character of them and their 
eqnipm ent to consider, the Secretary is not 
properly subject to criticism for this cu rt 
rem ark, which may be taken as indicating 
his conviction regarding the needs of the 
American Navy.

THE HOMESÍEADS SECURED IN TWENTY 
TEARS. 


A Chicago paper recalls to memory the 
fact th at in 1860 the Republican party, 
then having no power to perform, promised, 
if vested with authority, to pu t a home­ 
stead law upon the national statute books. 
The Democrats, who can’t help getting on 
“ the other ” side, stood out In opposition 
to it, and raising tho constitutional ones- 
tion managed to delay action. 
B at though 
the w ar retarded it, the fulfillment of the 
promise was realized to the country. 
It 
now appears, from a statistical report com­ 
piled by the Inter-Ocean, th at from the 
date of the Act, M arch 20, 1862, to June 
30, 18S3, there were no loss than 60S, 630 
homesteads taken up. 
Now this is per- 
forznar.ee th at “ counts.” 
Had the Demo­ 
cratic policy prevailed wc should have been 
poorer by th at num ber of homes, since it 
cannot be assumed th at those who “ took 
up ” under the A ct would have purchased 
lands of the Government under other land 
systems. 
Oa the contrary the contrary 
m ust be presumed. 
If we adm it, how­ 
ever, th a t a goodly num ber entered home­ 


steads who did not “ live u p ” to the re­ 
quirem ents of the Act, and forfeited their 
rights thereby, we will still have over half 
a million homesteads. 
The Democracy, 
which is constantly asking w hat the Re­ 
publican party has done for the country, 
can consider the homestead history w ith 
profit.

W e are, by telegraph, informed th at the 
commander of tbe U nited States steam er 
I’onsacola, now tn route to China, reports 
to the authorities at W ashington th at d u r­ 
ing his stay in the Sandwich Islands he 
was impressed w ith the fears of American 
residents th at tho reciprocity treaty is in 
danger. 
13 is there believed th at its abro­ 
gation will result m ost disastrously to 
American interests, and th a t on account of 
the great numbers who will bo thrown 
out of employment the property of A m eri­ 
cans will be insecure. 
H e suggests th at 
a man-of-war be sent to Honolulu to insure 
quiet in case the treaty is disturbed. 
The treaty will be continued, and prob­ 
ably by this time tho residents in the 
ielands are convinced of th at fact.

assault upon the convention was a wanton 
and unw arrantable one, and those who 
prom oted it have something to answer for 
to the country.

W e hold, and have recently shown, 
th at State and national politics have noth­ 
ing necessarily to do w ith tho adm inistra­ 
tion of municipal affairs. 
I t is the judg­ 
m ent of the wisest m inds of the dry th at 
municipal adm inistrations should be di­ 
vorced from party, and th at suoh divorce­ 
m ent is better not only for municipal gov. 
ernm ent, but infinitely better for the polit­ 
ical parties themselves, since there 13 a 
natural jealousy in rural districts against 
the political rale of cities. 
This political 
domination in cities is almost universally in 
th at of a few unscrupulous w ard bosses, 
who, by reason of the power they bavo in 
city adm inistrations, and through city 
patronage, wield a great influence in State 
and national political organizations. 
De­ 
prive municipal adm inistration of political 
significance, and State and national pol­ 
itics are at once relieved of burdens tnat 
tram m el and clogs th at retard, while the 
cities themselves are no loDger the prey of 
tbe mere office-seeking and trading, the 
ward-manipulating and the primary-direct" 
ing class.

WHAT IS A POOL? 


COLONEL FINK’S EXPLANATION OF RAIL­ 
ROAD FOOLS. 


Why They are Made—Their Benefit to the 
Public—American Bates th s 
Lowest Known. 


Before the Senate Committee on Labor 
and Education, sitting in New York, there 
appeared last week Colonel A lbert Fink, 
the father of the railrcfad pooling system 
and the present Commissioner of the trnnk 
line pool. 
He gave an interesting account 
of the canses which led to the formation 
of the combinations of railroads commonly 
known as pools, the m ethods iu which 
they are managed, the effects such combi­ 
nations have on tariffs, and other details. 


TUE OBJECTS 
Leading to the combination of the rail­ 
roads, ho said, were largely the same as 
those which compelled the Governm ent of 
this country to regulato affairs between the 
States. 
U nderlying the organization was, 
too, the same principle which prompted 
the formation of trades-union? — nelf-pro- 
tcction, 
Tbe latter organizations could 
therefore be no more justly attacked when 
they adhered to th e principles than the 
former. 
He said : “ I am a t the head of a 
bureau in which there are a num ber of 
railroads—perhaps forty—th a t are endeav­ 
oring to w ork together in m atters in which 
they require co-operation—for example, 
and particularly, the establishm ent and 
maintenance of uniform tariffs. 
The rail­ 
road system ia so extended, and there is 
so much competition, th at it has become 
necessary th at there should be some organ­ 
: 
1 znnection between them. 
I t would 
not do, w ith so many railroads, to have 
each one operating upon its own hook, and 


MAKING ITS OWN TARIFF 
Of charges w ithout regard to the tariffs of 
others, and so they combined together and 
agreed upon uniform tariffs and connections 
between their lines, so th at the public has 
the advantage oi dealing v. ith one road 
instead of twelve hundred. 
In the ar­ 
rangem ent these are the five trunk lines— 
the Grand T ruuk of Canada, th eN Y. Cen­ 
tral, New York, Lake Erie and W estern ; 
Pennsylvania, and the Baltimore and Ohio ; 
they are tbe mnin lines, and all their con­ 
nections are in the combination—Lake 
Shore, 
Michigan 
Central, 
Pennsylvania 
and Ohio, and all the roads as far as the 
Mississippi river and Chicago and the Ohio 
river at Louisville ; between jhe Mississip­ 
pi and Missouri rivers there is a branch of 
the system, comprising all the roads th at 
run out from Chicago— the Rock Island, 
the Cnicago, Burlington and Quincy ; tho 
Chicago and N orthern, and others ; there 
is also the Colorado Association and the 
Southern Railway and Steamship Associa­ 
tion, the latter comprising some twenty- 
five roads, and which I was instrum ental 
in organizing in 1875; 
this was the first 
organization of the kind in the country ; 
the whole combination is in the nature of 
a clearing-house, through which the rail­ 
roads divide their profits and settle their 
quarrels, big and little.

WATER CONNECTIONS 
Are the lakes, the Erie and W elland 
canals, and the Mississippi river. 
Tbcso 
secure cheap tariffs— regulate them 
on 
railroads. 
The rates on 
w ater being 
cheap, the railroad companies find the 
w ater routes strong competitors, and are 
compelled to regulate their charges largely 
by w hat the w ater rontes charge in order 
to secure the business ; tho effrct of tho 
w ater routes is not only at the points of 
competition, bu t throughout tne whole 
country. 
It is hardly p03»ihlo for the 
w ater and land lines to combine, for it is 
easier to put ..n another water route than 
to build a railroad— -o some one always 
breaks up any combination th at is a t­ 
tem pted ” 
Mr. Fink personally favored 


ANY COMBINATION OF CITIZENS 
Or corporations which subserved the in­ 
terests of the organizers w ithout injury to 
the public at large. 
The expe.ritnce of 
the world has shuwn the benefits to the 
publio of a combination am ine railroads. 
This was shown iu Belgium and France by 
Government control of these properties. 
Combination proved beneficial to shippers 
—first, iu the establishm ent of through 
lines and the adoption of through bills of 
lading. 
B foro th at the cost of transfer 
from one road to another, and the im­ 
position of local tariffs, made it impossible 
for a shipper to know w hat his freightage 
wonld coat unless he went to tbe trouble 
cf making a num ber of oontraats w ith car­ 
riers aud transportation companies. 
Now 
a rato to any point could bo ascertained 
a t any point, and when no war was in 
progress th at rate was unvarying. 
These 
combinations could not exaot unjust or 
undue rates from the people, because of 
the nature of things, and in fact the rata 
was fixed in a measure not by th e line 
having the greatest advantages, but by 
th at which could afford to charge 


THE LOWEST TARIFF. 
T hat the tariff comld not be made exorbi­ 
tan t or more than the traffic wouid readily 
hear was insured by several facts : The in ­ 
fluence of water-ways as competitors for 
trafilo, the necessity of fixing rates so tb at 
shippers might be able to make some profit 
on the basis of prices established in the 
m arkets of the world, and the necessity of 
enabling producers to reach m arkets with 
their products so reasonably tb at they 
m ight fully compete w ith producers in 
other sections or countries. 
No combina­ 
tion of w ater lines similar to the railroads 
was had, because rival lines wouid spring 
up and cnt the rates, and there was no 
possibility of monopoly in this husmees. 
Because of the facility of w ater communi­ 
cation with ail parts of the country, the 
eagerness of railroads to secure business in 
connection w ith snch lines, and the neces­ 
sities of carriers enabling producers to 
compete in the market», there could not be, 
uuder any circumstances, an unreasonable 
tariff established. 
Cumhinati m and com­ 
petition among eirriers for the benefit of 
the public, Mr. Kink said, had reached its 
highest state of perfection iu this country. 
In proof of this he stated th a t tho frtight 
charges in this country were 


CHEAPER THAN IN ANY OTHER COUNTRY 
In the world. 
In 1880 the average tariff 
per ton per mile was Ü 10 of 1 csnt in 
this State ; in B. lgium, 1 65 cents ; in 
Fiance, 1 5 cents, end in Prussia nearly 
2 cents. 
In England it cost as much to 
carry dressed beef from Glasgiw to Lon­ 
don as it did to transport it from Chi­ 
cago to New York 
double the distance. 
The entire railroad system of this coun­ 
try, including actual outlays, bonds, stock», 
watered stock, rolling stock, plant and 
comnlete equipment, capitalized at $7,000, • 
000 000, consisting of 112,000 miles, cost 
$60 000 a mile, and could not be dupli- 
lated for th at money, as th a t did not in- 
cude 
the money wiped out in bank­ 
ruptcy proceedings. 
Italy ’s system cost 
$90,000 per mile. 
Germ any's from $100,­ 
000 to $140,000, and England's $200.000. 
The exceptional cost of Earopean roads is 
the additional expense incurred in labor 
and equipment, and tbe unnecessary ex­ 
penditures for bridges, aqueducts, build­ 
ings, etc. 
Taken as a whole, the system 
of this oonntry earned only 3 per cent, 
on its stock and 5 per cent on its bonds, 
and no road to his knowledge paid more 
than 10 per cent, dividends. 
The gross 
receipts last year were $700 000 000; the 
operating expenses, $-100,000,000 ; the net 
receipts, $300,000,000, and the amount 
paid in dividends, $100,000,000. 
Tn earn 
this money tba rates • charged on a barrel 
of flonr between this city and Chicago, the 
basis on which all rates were fixed, was 
only 50 cents, and only 30 cents on 100 
pounds of beef, so th at for two dollars the 
entire amount of 


FLOUR AND BEEF 
Needed by a single person was brought tn 
him from the farm* of Illinois. 
The tariff 
on a suit of clothes was only 7 cents ; on a 


silk dress, j c e n t; on a pound of coffee, J 
cent, and on a pound of sugar, j cent. 
These were certainly not exorbitant rates, 
Mr. 
Fink argued. 
The trouble about 
freight rates among consumers was due to 
a m isunderstanding of the situation and to 
the fact th at the middleman and retailer 
not only charged their profits to con­ 
sumers, but pocketed what they could make 
from freight rates. 
Reverting again to the question of trans­ 
portation charges, Senator Pugh asked : 
• ‘ W hat does the shipper think of them ?” 
“ The shipper is never satisfied as long 
as he has to pay anything,” Mr. Fink re­ 
plied w ith vigor, and the Senators and 
auditors laughed ; “ the shipper’s endeavor 
is to sell his goods for as much as he can, 
and pay as little as he can, and the rail­ 
road company is singled out by him to do 
his work for nothing.” 
A reasonable charge for freight handling 
is one th at is as low as by the lowest pos­ 
sible com petitor— w ater transportation. 
W ith a charge based on th at standard no 
dividend could be rightly called an ex­ 
cessive one, no m atter how large it might 
be. 
Mr. F ink held th at the State had no 
right to lim it dividends, as long as only 
reasonable charges were made, unless the 
State agreed, as is the case in France, to 
pay to the projectors all lesees incurred 
while the road was being developed. 


H E DENOUNCED THE REAGAN BILL, 
\ \ bich has been before Congress so long, as 
im practicable and riuiculuus, and a meas­ 
ure which could never bo carried ont in a 
Government like this. 
Its 
enactm ent, 
w ith its cast-iron basis of rates, would kill 
off a m ajority of the roads and build up a 
few, and would strangle the healthy com­ 
petition which is the safeguard of the peo­ 
ple. 
W hile he would approve of n ine 
Government legislation which would char­ 
ter and give power to enforce agreements, 
and so slop rate-cutting snd unhealthy and 
dishonest competition in suoh co ubinations 
as now exist, he did not think the country 
ready for it, because the people had a m is­ 
conception of the system.* He thought 
laws should be enacted to prevent specn- 
lative men from building roads, bonding 
them to their full value, and then, floating 
the bonds, m aking to purchasers a present 
of an amount of stock equal to their bonds 
-—a system pernicious and ruinous.

A GOOD THING 
To p3ss r, law compelling every railroad 
whioh establishes and publishes a rate to 
slick to th at rate. 
Tuis wOu'd tend to 
prevent wars, 
be a guarantee to stock­ 
holders in a measure, ar.d he of advantage 
to shippers Railroads never had been a 
paying investm ent, and the laws had been 
one-sided regarding them in th at the peo­ 
ple and the country had heen insured a 
benefit w hether the stockholders derived 
any or not. 
Both classes should he equally 
and in all ways protected. 
Had such a 
combination of roads existed as there is at 
present, w ith the law he suggested, no 
monopoly like the .Standard O.l Company 
ever could have existed. 
I t w sh an out­ 
growth of unhealthy rivalry between the 
trunk lines to get business," and the people 
generally were the sufferers. 
Now the 
company, w ith its pips lines, was free of 
the railroads, its own carrier, and the 
roads were the sufferers. 


STATE RAILROAD COMMISSIONS, 
As advisory end supervisory bodies, he 
thought, were a gr.od thing, tho only de­ 
fect being th a t their powers could not ex­ 
tend beyond the lim its of their respective 
Status. 
IIc thought snch a Board exceed­ 
ed i‘s usefulness, however, when, as in 
Georgia, a Commission established tariff 
and classification w ithout regard to the 
conditions existing on a particular line, 
and w ithout responsibility to stockholders 
—a system th a t m ight work grievous 
wrong under the sanction of the law. 
A l­ 
though the country had now more tneau3 
for transportation than there was work for 
the carriers to perform, he tiioniht raiiroad 
extension would continue for some years to 
come, particularly in the new and us yet 
undeveloped country.

MONTAGUE. 


M cniay morning S. S. Montagu?, Chief 
Engineer of the Central Pacific R iilr ad, 
died at Berry vale, on the Oregon road, north 
of Ilrddirg. 
Deceased was about 4o years 
of ag", and leaves a wifs and family of chil­ 
dren living in Oakland. 
He came into tbe 
.employ of the Central Pacific Railroad Com­ 
pany in 1863, as .successor to Chief Engineer 
Judth, who died shortly sTUr the c mmence- 
meut of tho company’s grea*- work, and sur­ 
veyed the route across the Sierras. In mak- 
ic_g this route he accomplished feats tbat ars 
without a parallel -in railroad engineering, 
gaining an elevatiou cf 7,000 fa-.c in seventy 
or eighty miles and dropping down 3,000 
reit_ia twenty-five miles ivtn the Truckee 
Basic. 
He wan also Chief Engineer oi the 
■Sill Joaquin Valley Railroad, as far as 
G shen. and the California and Ozegon roads, 
his death occurring wbilo at work t-xtonding 
the latter road north into O ejon. 
Ha se­ 
lected ail the routes, ran all the linea and 
madp all the grades of these roads. The Cen­ 
tral Pacific is ao enduring monument of his 
engineering genius. 
E .ohsh »u vey >rs had 
oome over here, and alter seeing t„e obstacles 
to be jvercotu», and thsnaturo cf the country 
the road was to traverse, announced its ac­ 
complishment an impossibility, yet to-day 
the cars round "C ape H ru ” and skirt Blue 
Canvon at dizzy bights, with perfect nafety. 
He conquered the rnggrd ridg-’s and the win­ 
ter enow avalanches with sixteen or aeven- 
teen tunnels and ah iit thirty or forty miles 
of Kn-iw-h -d. 
Mr. Montague was one oi the 
olueat and moat trusred men iu the service of 
the Central Pacific Company, in whose jade- 
ment the company had overy confidence. He 
seldom made a mistake. 
He was a man of 
high culture and exemplary life, modest and 
retiring, cinsequantly bu, little known to 
the public, but railroad men knew him thor­ 
oughly aud appreciated him. 
He was for 
many years a resideat of this ci ,y. 


ANOTHER 
SEWAGE

THE CHINESE DECISION 


AS 
TO 
THE 
MEANING 
OF 
THB 
EX­ 
CLUSION 
ACT, 


A Chinese Laborer, W herever Born, Can­ 
not be lan d ed In tbe 
United States. 


The following is the decision of Justice 
Field and Judge Sawyer, delivered on 
Monday in San Francisco, in the habeas 
corpus C 3se of Ah Lung, the Hongkong- 
Euglish-Chinaman. 
A large num ber of 
members of the bar and other citizens 
listened w ith m arked attention to the 
reading of the decision by the Justice : 
In the Circuit Court of the United 
S:ates for the D istrict of California. 
In 
the m atter of Rung Ah Lung, on habeas 
carpus—Tiie petitioner seta forth th at he 
is unlawfully restrained of his liberty, and 
detaim d on board of the steam ship Oc -amo, 
by its Captain, in the harbor of San Frau- 
cisco : th at the alleged ground of his de­ 
tention is th a t he oomes w ithin tbe A ct of 
Congress of M ay 6. 18S2, “ to execute cer­ 
t tin treaty stipulation.1! relating to Coinese. ” 
(22 Stats. 58). 
Tue petitioner is n Chinese by race, 
language and color, and has ali the pucu- 
liarit'.ea of tho subjects of Chins. 
H- is 
n'.-,a a lab o rer; hut ho was born on the 
Island of H.n.-i kong 
after it was ceded 
to G reat Britain. 
Ho churns, th refore, 
to be a B ritish euhj-.-ot, and as snch ex­ 
empt from the A ct of Cosgresa. 
But for 
this taut of birth in tl.e B ritish dom in­ 
ions, it is conceded th at he would be 
w ithin the provisions of the Act. 
Dues 
this fact taue him out cf them ? 
The 
answer to this question dependa upon the 
meaning of the Act, and not upon the 
Government to which the petitioner owes 
allegiance. 
Undoubtedly the Courts will 
always construe legislation in htrm ony 
with treaty stipuiatiosa, whero its sole 
purpose is to carry those stipulations into 
fcifsct. 
It will not be presumed, in the 
ahsenca of clear language to th at purport, 
that Congress intended tu disregard the 
requirements of a treaty w ith a foreign 
Government, or tu abrogate any of its 
clauses. 
A t the seme tim e, an A ct of 
Congress m ust be construed according to 
its m anifest intent, and so far as the 
Courts are concerned, m ust be enforced. 
A treaty is in its nature a contract be­ 
tween two nations, nnd by w riters on 
public law ia generally ao treated, and not 
as having by itself the force of a legisla­ 
tive act. 
The Constitution of the United 
States, however, places both treaties and 
laws, made in pursuance thereof, in the same 
category, and declare them to be the 
supreme law of the land. I t has not given 
to either param ount authority over the 
other. 
So far as a treaty operates by its 
own force w ithout legislation, it is to be 
regarded by the Courts as equivalent to a 
legislative act, b at nothing further. It the 
subject to which it relates also falls w ithin 
those upon which Congress can act, its leg­ 
islation may modify the provisions of the 
treaty or suspend them entirely. 
The im­ 
migration of 
foreigners to the U nited 
States, and the conditions upon which they 
shall be perm itted to remain, are subjects 
which may be m atters of treaty stipulation, 
and also of 
Congressional action. 
No 
treaty can abrogate the power of Congress 
in th at respect. 
Ar said by Mr. Justice 
Curtis in the cate of Taylor vs. M orton : 
“ Inasm uch as treaties m ust continue to 
operate as part of our municipal law, and 
be obeyed by the people, applied by ths 
judiciary and executed by tho President, 
while they continue unrepealed ; and inas­ 
much as the power cf repealing these mu­ 
nicipal laws m ust reside somewhere, and 
no body other than Congress possesses it, 
then legislative power is applicable to such 
cases whenever they relate to eubjects 
which tb s Constitution has placed under 
th at legislativo power.” 
(2 Curtis Ctr. 
Ct. F a )., 458 ) 
An A ct of Conrr-ess then upon a subject 
w ithin its legiantiv ■ power ¡3 as bindicg 
upon the Courts as a treaty on the same 
subject. 
B > th are binding except as the 
latter conflictsor interferes w tu the other. 
If the no 1 11 with whom we have made the 
treaty oSj-e.s to the action of tho Legisla­ 
tive Department, it may present its com­ 
plaint t? the Political Departm ent and take 
euch other measures as it may deem th at 
justice to its own citiz-ms or subjects re­ 
quires. 
The Courcs cannot 
iie( .1 such 
complaint nor refuse to give «(Let to the 
laws of C ingress, however much they may 
seem to couil ot w ith the stipulations of 
the treaty. 
W hether a treaty has been 
violated by our Govcrnrnent in its Legisla­ 
tive Departments, so as to be the proper 
occasion cf complaint by the foraran Gov­ 
ernm ent, is not a judicial qnesti m. 
To 
the Conrts it is simply the case of conflict­ 
ing laws, the last modifying or superseding 
the former. 
.The question then Is, W h at is the true 
construction 
of 
tho 
Restriction 
A ct? 
W hom docs it embrace ? 
S >rae assistance 
in arriving at a correct conclnsi-'n will he 
had by referenoe to the treaties with I n'na 
and the circumstances leading to the pas­ 
sage of the Act. 
In tho F.fth Article of the treaty of 
July, 1868, commsnly known as the Bur­ 
lingame Treaty, the contracting parties 
declara th at “ they recognize the inherent 
inalienable right cf man to ohaDge his home 
and allegiance ; 
and also the m ntnal ad­ 
vantage of the free migration and emigra­ 
tion of their eltiz3ng aud subjects 
re­ 
spectively from one country to the other, 
for the purposes of curiosity, of trade, or 
as perm anent residents.” 
In its Sixth A r­ 
ticle they declare th at “ citizens of the 
United States visiting or residing in China 
shall enjoy the same privileges, imm uni­ 
ties or exemptions in respect to travel or 
residence as may there be enjoyed by the 
citizens or subjects of the most favored 
nation, and reciprocally Chinese subjects 
visiting or residing in the U oited .State? 
shall enjoy the same privileges, immunities 
and exemptions in respe.ct to travel or 
residence a3 may be enjoyed by the citi- 
zsns or subjects of the mo3t favored na­ 
tion.” 
Before these articles were adopted a 
great num ber of C.iinese had emigrated to 
this State ; and after their adoption the 
immigration was largely increased. 
B at 
notw ithstanding the favorable provisions 
of the treaty, it was found impossible for 
them to assimilate w ith our people. 
Their 
physical characteristics and habits kept 
them as distinct and separate as though 
still living in China. 
They engaged in all 
the industries and pursuits of tbe State ; 
they came in competition with white labor­ 
ers in every direction ; 
and their frugal 
habits, the absence of families, their sin­ 
gular ability to live in narrow quarters 
w ithout apparent injury to health, their 
contentm ent w itn the eimplest fare, gave 
them m this competition great advantages 
over our laborers and mechanics. 
The^y 
could live with apparent comfort on what 
wonld prove almost starvation to white 
men. 
Our people are not content, and 
never should lie, with the means of bare 
subsistence ; 
they m ust have something 
bsyond this for the comforts of a home 
and the support of a family and the educa­ 
tion of children. 
Competition w ith Chi­ 
nese labor nnder the conditions mentioned, 
was necessarily irritating and exasperating, 
and often led to serious collitions be­ 
tween 
persons 
of 
the 
two 
races. 
I t 
was 
seen 
th at 
w ithout 
some 
restric­ 
tion 
npon 
tho 
immigration 
of 
Chi­ 
nese, 
white 
laborers 
and 
mechanics 
would be driven from the State. 
They 
looked, therefore, w ith great apprehen­ 
sions towards the crowded millions of 
China and of the adjacent islands in the 
Pacific, and felt th at there was more than 
a possibility of those people 
coming in 
sneh m ultitudes as to make a residence 
here unendurable. 
It was perceived by 
the most thoughtful men, looking to the 
possibilities of the future, th at the immi­ 
gration of the Chinese m ust be stopped 
if we would preserve this land for our 
people and their posterity, and protect the 
laborer from a competition degrading in 
its character and ruinous to his hopes of 
m aterial and social advancement. 
There 


went np, therefore, most nrgont appeals 
from the Pacific Coast te the Governm ent 
of the U nited States, to take such m eas­ 
ures as would stop the further coming 
of Chinese laborers. 
The effect of these 
appeals was the sending of Commissioners 
to China to negotiate for a modification 
of the treaty of 1868. 
Tbe supplem ent­ 
ary treaty of 1SS0 was the result. 
This 
treaty authorizes legislation restricting the 
emigration 
of Chinese 
laborers 
to the 
U nited States whenever our Government 
should be of opinn n th at the coming of 
such laborers wonld afLot or threaten to 
affect the interests of the oonntry or en­ 
danger its good order, but expressly stip­ 
ulating th at its provisions should not ap­ 
ply to other classes going to the United 
States. 
The A ct of May 6, 1882, followed this 
new treaty, and in speaking of it in the 
case of the Chinese m erchant which was 
before ue last year, we said -referring to 
m erchants as a class—th a t it was framed 
in supposed conform ity w ith the provisions 
of the treaty, and tb at in the inhibitions 
whioh it imposes upon the immigration of 
Chinese there was no purpdke expressed 
in term s to go beyond the limitation» of the 
treaty. 
U ndoubtedly, so far as the sub- 
jecta of Caina are concerned, no parpase is 
shown by the A ct to go beyond those lim­ 
itations, and th a t is all th at was intended 
by language which ha3 been supposed to 
have a broader meaning. 
I t was felt necessary to obtain a modifi­ 
cation of the treaty w ith China before 
legislating w ith reference *o the immigra- 
ti-n cf 
C ineso. 
Toe Governm ent of 
China, w ithout scoh modification, wonld 
have had ju st ground of complaint. 
It 
was never 
supposed th at any 
of 
the 
European 
Governments, having w ithin 
their possessions in the East Chinese sub­ 
jects, would make any complaint to tbair 
exclusion from our country. 
I t was well 
known th a t the English coloni-s in Aus­ 
tralia had either entirely excluded or had 
p la i.d under very narrow restrictions the 
immigration of C.iinese into them, w ithout 
a: y objection from the m other country. 
l’he complaints tnere from the conflict 
of w hite w ith Chinese lab r had bcin as 
deep aud aH strongly expreistd as any 
which ever aroee from this State. 
Legis­ 
lation by Congress exclnd ng or restricting 
the immigration would never have been 
so long delayed except from a des’re ro t 
to offend the Chinese Government. 
No 
consideration was deemed necessary to the 
poailion of other O iverm nents w ith re­ 
spect to Chinese w ithin their borders. 
So 
when the A ct of Congress was paised it 
had a double purpose. 
It was to carry 
out, as its title indicates, certain treaty 
stipulations w ith C úna, and also to ex­ 
clude Chinese laborers coming from any 
part of the world. 
Its framers knew, as 
we all know, to at the island of Hongkong 
would pour Gain s i laborers into our coun­ 
try every year iu unnum bered thousands, 
nnless they also were covered by the Re­ 
striction Act. 
So tho A ct declares in its 
first section th at from and after the expira­ 
tion of ninety days from its passage, and 
until tho expiration of ten years, the com­ 
ing of Cninese laborers to the United 
States, w ithont any lim itation of the coun­ 
try from which they m ight come, is sus­ 
pended, and during such suspension, it 
shall not be lawful for any Chinese la­ 
borer to come, or having come, after the 
expiration of the ninety days to remain 
w ithin the U nited States. 
Toe second section makes it a misde­ 
meanor, punishable by fine or imprison­ 
m ent or bath, for tbe m aster of a vessel 
to knowingly bring into the United States 
on his vessel, and land or perm it 1;o be 
lauded any Chinese Inborer from any foreiyn 
port or place. 
Tne language in tneae sec­ 
tions is sutiioiently 
broad and compre­ 
hensive to embrace all Chineee laborers, 
w ithout regard to the country cf which 
they may he subjects. 
And the tw elfth 
section declares th at any Chinese person 
fonnd 
unlaw fully 
w ithin 
the 
U nited 
States shall be removed th e n :Vom by di­ 
rection of tbe President to the country 
from whence he cam e; not necessarily to 
Chioa, but the country from whence he 
came. 
O.ir attention has heen called to a recent * 
decision of Judges I.owell and Nelson of 
the Circuit C ourt of the United S atea for 
the I) strict of Mussachueetie, in which a 
diff rant conclusion was reached by them . 
Tnose Judges considered t 
the A ct of 
Congress was simply in ter d. <i 
to give 
itftc t to the stipn’ations of the supple­ 
m entary tr. aty. 
U ndoubtedly, as already 
said, th at wa3 one of its ohj its ; 
but it ia 
v<ry evident, both from the circumstances 
under whion it was ua3sed and from its 
lm guage, thor it ha i :i still further object. 
The construction which we give renders all 
its provisions consistent w itn each other. 
The whole purpose of the law to exclude 
Cninese laborers from the State would be 
defeated by any other construction. 
The release of the petitioner m ust he 
denied, and he mu9t ba returned to th e 
ship from which he was taken.

lirtm Mills &s Food for Calvos—Fotasi: as 
a Fertilizar—Bapid Succusslva 
Cropping—Notes. 


Professor Henry, of the Agricultural 
College in the University of Wisconsin, 
recently issued a bulletin giving resulta of 
experiments made at the State experi­ 
mental farm, in which the value of sweet 
skim milk as food for calves and pigs 
is considered, the part relating to calves 
being as follows : 
Daring the present summer three grade 
II ..stein calves have been fed skim milk 
with “ old process ” oil meal and a little 
whole oats. 
The oil meal was fed with 
milk and was prepared by scalding with 
■water in a wooden pail. 
To the pudding 
thus made of the meal was added the milk, 
which was always warmed to !)0 degrees be­ 
fore feeding. 
The oats were placed in a 
box in the calves’ stall, where the calves 
soon learned to eat them. 
A heifer calf, dropped January 22 1883, 
was fed sixteen pounds of milk with a 
little mea: twice a day from June 5th 
to July 25th. 
It was allowed oats, but 
after a time refused to 
eat 
them. 
The calf was kept in a small pasture 
lot and at mght in the stable. 
During 
the trial of fifty-one days it consumed 
eighteen and one-half pounds of cats, 10S 
pounds of oil meal, and 1,032 pounds of 
milk and gained 113 pounds or two and 
one-fifth pounds per day. 
A heifer calf, dropped April 1, 1883, and 
a bull oalf, dropped April 221, were kept 
in the stable during a trial of the samo 
length ae that noted above. 
The milk fed 
varied with the wants of the animals from 
ten to fifteen pounds twice a day, together 
•with oil-meal and oats. 
The heifer oalf 
was unthrifty from birth, and did not 
make satisfactory growth. 
The amount of 
milk consumed by the heifer during the 
trial was 1,208 pounds, and by the bull 
437, while the two together ate 113J 
pounds of 
oil-meal 
and seventy-eigas 
pounds of oats. 
The heifer rained eighty, 
two pounds and the bull 120 pounds in 
fifty-one days, a gain of one and three- 
lifths and two and one-third pounds re­ 
spectively per day. 
The calf fed by itself 
made a pound of growth for each fourteen 
pounds of milk and one pound of oil-meal 
led. 
The two calves fed together made a 
pound of growth for thirteen pounds of 
milk, ons-half pound of oil-njeal and one- 
third pound of oats. 
The calf, born January 223, weighs to­ 
day, August 13th, 514 pounds, and can 
easily 1)3 made to weigh 800 pounda when 
a year old. 
This is certainly sufficiently 
rapid growth if -a good milking cow is the 
object. 
To keep a calf fat is well enough 
if beef is the ultimate object, but it is in 
accordance with nature and the practice of 
some of our most careful breeders of 
choice dairy cows to keep the calf healthy 
and growing, but not fat. 
Growing up 
with a limited amount of food, when ma­ 
turity is reached and the animal gives 
milk the influence of high feeding is seen 
in the extra yield of milk, and not in lay­ 
ing on fat. 
The greatest mistake Wisconsin dairy­ 
men are making to-day is in not paying 
more attention to selecting and rearing 
calves from their best milking cows. While 
shrewd in selecting and purchasing good 
milking animals, they are often care­ 
lessly indifferent as to saving any of the 
calves of such cows, because of the cost 
or trouble of caring for them. 
Thou­ 
sands of calves are slaughtered in our 
State every year that have in them the el­ 
ements of as good milkers as most or 
the cows imported from other countries 
-at large prices. 
California Canada Barley. 
As an evidence of what onr California 
soils can do, the Gal'. Gazette chronicles 
juila a remarkable incident relative to 
harley raised and cultivated in tbe vicinity 
of Galt. 
John McFarland, an extensive 
farmer of that place, it says, harvested 
some barley on his ranch northwest of 
town about the 27th of last May. 
A por­ 
tion of the new seed was shipped to Canada 
before June 1st, and previous to the 15th 
the same was sowed in Aberfoyle, Ontario, 
Now news comes hither that the barley 
was harvested a few days since, and that 
over thirty bushels were realized to the 
acre. 
Tne yield of the first crop here 
was over thirty five bushels to the acre. 
Many of our California ranchers will be 
surprised at this experiment, while the 
Canada i&rmer will be doubly so. California 
agriculturists are the most progressive the 
world affards, and with our admirable 
climate and productiveness of soil, the best 
advantages to be fonnd anywhere for 
scientific farming present themselves on 
the Pacific Slope, and there is no telling 
where wonders will cease. 
The Canadiuu 
press is wonder-Btruck on this barley-rais­ 
ing experiment between California and 
their country, and devote several column» 
in astonishing the people of Canada on the 
progressiveDess of the age. 
Less than two 
decades ago fully six months elapBed in 
the transportation of even a single sack of 
flour or side of bacon across the plains. 
In this short period of time it has come 
to pass that barley sown in December, 
18S2, 
in 
the 
vicinity of 
Galt, 
was 
harvested by May 27th of this year, 
s hipped to Canada and sowed by .Tune 
1 5 th, and harvested in that country during 
the week ending August Sth. 
Mr. Mc­ 
Farland is in Canada at present, and will 
return in the course of a month, bringing 
back a sample of the barley, which he in­ 
tends Bowing immediately after his return, 
and, if favorable rains should come, he 
will have the pleasure of seeing barley 
sowed and harvested in California, and the 
new seed growing and harvesting in Can­ 
ada, and Beed from the Canada yield grow­ 
ing on his ranch in California, in the vicin­ 
ity of Galt. 
This must naturally appear 
to a man like Mr. McFarland, who crossed 
the plaine in early days with oxen after six 
or seven months of weary travel, a new 
and progressive era. 


Potash in the Soil, 
TTio effects of potash npon the soil are 
w ell known to be remarkable. 
One hears 
-continually that “ the land never forgets a 


dressing of ashes,” and cases are contin­ 
ually spoken of where the effects are ap­ 
parent after thirty or forty years. 
This is 
not surprising, when the action of potash 
in the soil is considered. 
Much error is 
taught in this respect. 
Potash is held b y 
the soil very firmly, and so is phosphoric 
acid, and both of these are the principal 
fertilizing elements of wood ashes. 
Dr. 
Lawes states that potash and phosphoric 
acid remain in the soil for at least thirty 
years, and an application of these fertil­ 
izers made thirty years ago at Rothamstead 
is still recognized by its effects upon the 
crops. Potash is one of the most neces­ 
sary 
ingredients 
of the 
soil 
for 
plant 
food. 
It 
is at the 
same time 
very abundant in the soil, but unfortu­ 
nately is held in its combination with 
silica, in the form of a silicate, in an insol­ 
uble and inert condition, and therefore it 
is that an application of potash, in what­ 
ever form it may be, to the soil has such 
remarkably favorable results. 
It is be­ 
cause of their effects uppn the soil in ren­ 
dering the potash available by dissolving 
the silicate that lime, salt, chloride of pot­ 
ash, and perhaps gypsum, or the sulphuric 
acid released from this in its decomposi­ 
tion, are so beneficially used as fertilizers, 
and it is this effect, also exerted by the 
atmosphere and the weather upon the sili­ 
cates m the soil, that makes fall plowing, 
tallowing and cultivation of so much use. 
The abuLdance of potash that exists in the 
eoil may be realized by considering the 
proportious of it which go to make np the 
following 
common 
recks and miner­ 
als which enter into the composition 
of rocks. 
Mica, the glistening, scaly 
substance that Í3 so abundant in almost 
every soil, and in a great many rocks, con­ 
tains 9 per cent, of potash feldspar; the 
flesh color and reddish rock which is so 
often associated with quartz in grani-e, 
gneiss, mica slates, porphyry, and basalt, 
and is often found in masses and veins 
alone, contains no less than 17 per cent, of 
potash, and nearly all the s'ates contain a 
considerable portion. 
As these rocks form 
more or less of nearly all soils, clays, loams, 
gravels and sands, potash is therefore ex­ 
ceedingly abuudant; bat, as we have said, 
it is so locked up as to be only slowly avail­ 
able. But as it becomes available it is held 
very firmly in the soil, and is never carried 
off by the drainage. 
A farmer can never, 
therefore, go wrong in liberally supplying 
his soil with potash. —[The Dairy. 


Minor botes. 
Seven steers standing alongside a barbed 
wire fence near Decatur, 111., were killed 
by a stroke of lightning dating a recent 
thunder-storm. 
M. L Sweet, of Grand Rapids, Mich., 
has imported 72 head of line cattie from 
the Netherlands. 
They are at present in 
quarantine at the Hast, and will reach 
Grand Rapids in November. 
The T.03 Angeles Exprcxa says : “A big 
merino ram, weighing 215 pounds, passed 
through here yesterday by Wells, Fargo & 
Co.’s express, from Santa Barbara, en route 
Rast, where some level-headed breeder 
wishes to improve his flock by an infusion 
of our fine blood.” 
Daring the month of October, 1SS2,175, - 
549 cattle were received in Cnicago. 
In 
1853 this number was closely approached 
more than one month, but in the month of 
Augnst lS4,t')fi8 cattle were received, ex- 
elusive of calves—the heaviest receipts on 
record during one month. 
Pampered stock, fitted up for breeding 
purposes, is not what is wanted. 
A fat 
animal is useful at a fair and stock show, in 
showing what is required by the butcher, 
and the excellence attained by scientific 
breeding. 
Cattle, sheep, swine, and horses 
also, in their highest form, are the results 
of scientific breeding. 
But for breeding 
purposes petted and pampered animals 
should be discarded.—[Prairie Farmer. 
A few years since a man purchased a 
tract of land on the sandhills of the Balsa 
de Ohemisal Rancho and began farming. 
His farming was poorly dono, and the 
ground seldom yielded enough to pay for 
the labor of planting. 
Failing to pay for 
his land, he was compelled to sell to an­ 
other, who plowed the land deep, culti­ 
vated it well in other respects, and this 
year has harvested 30 sacks, or 59 bushels, 
of barley per acre from it.—[.San I.nis 
Obispo Tribune. 
Where size and weight are the standards 
by w'uioh animals are judged, we do not 
wonder that Mnglishmen, and Canadians 
following the English example, take great 
píins to prepare their animals for the fair. 
A friend who visited a noted sbceo-raiser 
in Canada, a few years ago. gave as an 
amusing account of the manner in which 
the Cotswolds were pampered for days be 
fore the exhibition. 
The animals were fed 
with the usual foods frequently and abund­ 
antly, but there were beds of lettuce and 
other attractive plants which had beta 
provided for tho purpose, and the animals 
were tempted with these, one more lettnoe 
leaf being regarded as a great gain if the 
animal could be tempted to eat it. 
A sys­ 
tem of persistent stuffing was followed for 
a number of days, and when the animals 
started for the fair an abundant supply of 
vegetable delicacies was sent with them. 
So long as mere size and weight are con­ 
sidered 
in awarding 
prizes, exhibitors 
can 
not 
be 
blamed 
for 
meeting 
the requirements. 
The most important 
reforms needed in the management of our 
fairs are : First, greater care in making up 
the schedules of premiums ; and second, 
greater eire in the selection of the judges 
who will award the prizeB.—[American Ag­ 
riculturist for October. 


Rapid Work —The Susanville corre­ 
spondent of the Reno Gaz<Ue tells the 
following story : 
That Susanville possesses many advan­ 
tages, d o one who has visited this pretty 
town will deny. 
Among these advantages 
is the facility with which business is exe­ 
cuted here, especially in the line of divorce 
and matrimony. 
To illustrate the above, 
I cite a case that came off here last Friday 
in the Superior Court. 
Until that day, 
one W . T. Bacon was possessed of a wife 
who had borne him two children, the 
youngest being a few monthB old. 
His

A ROCKY MOUNTAIN GLACIER. 


To l’rofessor Canby, a member of Puin- 
pelly’s Northern Transcontinental Survey 
I’arty, we are indebted for the following 
account of the discovery of a glacier by the 
party, and a description of the country 
around the Upper Marias Pass, between the 
headwaters of the Flathead river, west of 
the Rocky Mountain range, and Cut Bank 
creek, east of the same. 
Tbe locality is 
about 150 miles north of Miesoula. 
Pro­ 
fessor Canby says that on the 1st of August 
the party, after having left the Upper 
Flathead river (about eighty milee above 
the lake), entered the gorge that leads np 
the mountain to the PasB. 
This is walled 
in by steep mountains, which are crowned 
by rugged precipices thousands of feet in 
hight, sometimes terminating in knife-like 
edges, and sometimes running up into 
sharp, rugged cones, which make the sky­ 
lines of tbe mountains most varied and 
picturesque. 
At the summit of the Pass 
three main amphitheaters come together. 
They are nearly horseshoe in shape. From 
the I’ass there are in full view ten or 
twelve high peaks, often running np into 
regular sharp, rocky cones. 
Some ten 
or 
fifteen 
miles 
away, 
looking 
to 
the 
westward, 
a 
great 
mass 
of 
snow-covered mountains were in view, 
and below these summits was seen a true 
glacier, having a frontage of at least a 
mile, aud in some places a face estimated 
at 500 feet iu height. 
From underneath 
this glacier flows a stream of milky-col­ 
ored glacier water. 
Professor Pumpelly, 
with the Indian guide, penetrated the 
amphitheater in which this glacier lies, 
and counted twenty-two cascades over 500 
feet in height, besides Beeing many smaller 
ones. 
The sides of the mountains which 
surround this amphitheater are covered 
with deep bodies of snow, which are the 
sources of the many streams flowing into 
the valleys below. 
There was but little 
snow on the Pass, and with care it was 
not difficult to Cross. 
In descending the 
eastern side of the mountains the gorge 
presents 
some 
remarkably 
lofty 
and 
stupendous precipices. 
Those gentlemen 
of the party who had visited the Yosemite 
Valley considered the scenery of Marias 
Pass to be of a more varied character and 
grander in every respect. 
The summit of 
the Pass was found to bs 7,803 feet above 
tbe sea level. 
We Bhall wait with much 
interest for a more thorough and complete 
survey of this new and wonderful moun­ 
tain district of Montana.—[Helena (Mon.) 
Independent.

an old pair of slippers you once owned, 
comb your hair with a boot, or grasp a 
cast-off gaiter while at your dinner. 
This 
is not romance, for old shoes are turned to 
account by manufacturers in the following 
m anner: They are cut into very small 
pieces, and kept for a couple of days in 
chloride of sulphur. 
The effect of this is 
to make the leather hard and brittle. 
Next the material is withdrawn from the 
action of the chloride of sulphur, washed 
with water and dried. 
When thoroughly 
dry it is ground to powder, and mixed with 
some substance like glue or gum, that 
canses it to adhere together. 
It is then 
pressed into molds and shaped into but­ 
tons, combs, knife-handles. etc.

wrong way. 
Let the editor of the Chroni­ 
cle look back twenty.five years, and think 
of the deviltry that was going on amoDg 
boys at that time, and compare it with the 
quiet of to-day. 
He complains because 
boys who can raise two shillings go to tbe 
hall and get in the gallery and whistle and 
Btamp, and shout at au entertainment. 
Twenty five years ago, in that same town, 
boys never thought of paying to go in 
a show at that same ball, but crawled up 
to the window on boards and got in, and the 
audience could consider itself in luck if 
they didn’t raise the roof. 
The boys of a 
quarter of a century ago, in that town, 
were regular cowboys compared with your 
truly good boys of the present day. 
Why, 
man, don’t you remember when a Sunday 
morniDg in summer would have seemed 
tame indeed if the people on the way to 
church did not find a procession of fifty 
wagons on Main street, placed there the 
night before by the “ boys?” 
Don’t you 
remember how every wagon contained a 
crockery crate, with a dog inside, and each 
cage labeled with the name of some rare 
animal caught in the jungleB of Africa or 
lassoed on the plains of Venezuela by the 
Indians’ Yon remember how a man had 
to chain down the outhouse at the back of 
his store or he would he apt to find it on 
Main street in the morning, with a sign on 
it full of information. 
Of course your 
great mind can go back to the time when 
every sign in town that was not printed on 
s'.one or cut in marble in the sidewalk 
would appear in the wrong place in the 
morning, and ycu can recall how the long­ 
faced citizens who could not see any fun in 
such monkey work, said those boys would 
all fe#h up in State Prison. 
We have 
watched the State Prison record for a quar­ 
ter of a century, and not a single name of 
one of those old Whitewater boys is re­ 
corded in any prison, but we can point out 
fifteen of them who occupy high positions 
in all branches of business.

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BIRDS 
AND 
CHOLERA. 


London Nature of August 9th contains 
tbe following correspondence on this sub­ 
ject : 
The Italia del Popolo, in one of its latest 
numbers, gives the names of a number of 
localities from which birds and insects have 
disappeared just before invasions of chol­ 
era.* You ask in one of your “ Notes ” (p. 
329), W hat can be the canse of birds leav­ 
ing a locality before the approach of chol­ 
era ? The following anecdote may be of 
interest, but I, of course, cannot vouch for 
its having any real connection with the 
subject : It mast have been in the summer 
of 1848 that 1 was invited to meet a party 
at my uncle’s hcuse in the Close at Salis­ 
bury, on the occasion of the visit of the 
Antiquarian Society. 
On arriving I found 
the cholera raging, and the party put off. 
There were in the house only the gardener 
and his wife, whom, having been previ­ 
ously servants to my father, I had known 
from my childhood. 
The gardener told 
me that, just before the outbreak of the 
disease, the man whose duty it was to oil 
the vane npon the spire had made his an­ 
nual ascent (of 404 feet), and had per­ 
ceived a foul scent, which, it seems, had 
not been noticed below. 
The inhabitants 
connected this with the appearance of the 
epidemic shortly afterward. 
Birds might 
no donbt be affected by such a circum­ 
stance. 
0. F is h e r . 
This has been remarked before. 
It ia 
recorded of the great outbreak of cholera 
at Salisbury in 1849—can any of your cor­ 
respondents say where?—that an officer, 
recently from India, happening to make 
the ascent of the Cathedral, exclaimed 
suddenly, “ I smell cholera!” 
Immedi­ 
ately afterward the outbreak followed, 
when it was observed that the birds (swal­ 
lows are especially in my remembrance) 
had fled the neighborhood. 
If these two 
incidents are to be trusted, it can scarcely 
be doubted that there is a connection be­ 
tween them.

The Franklin Institute, of Philadelphia, 
proposes to hold an international electric 
exhibition on the 3d of September, 1884. 
The great success of the Paris and Vienna 
exhibitions give all the enconragement the 
enterprise deserves.

closely watched by the American press, the 
two exhibitions referred to have not, it is 
claimed on this side of the Atlantic, done 
much toward diffusing a knowledge of cur­ 
rent progress.
